Washington, Feb. 14.— A co­ 
lossal “bread trust” is robbing 
the American homes of $1,000,- 
000 a day, Basil Manly, head of 
the progressive legislative serv­ 
ice, today declared in a report to 
Senator La Follette and other 
progressive senators. 
Bread should be selling 
nt 
five 
cents a pound loaf Instead of eight 
cent*, Manly said, basing his sta te­ 
ment on the price of wheat. 
Manly'* report was based on an 
Investigation made at the request of 
progressive congressmen who desired 
to know why bread prcics remained 
at virtually the w ar 
level 
while 
w heat went bark to below pre-war 
priest. 
Dread made from American flour 
is today being sold in England at 
four cents a pound, Manly reported. 
He charged th a t millers, bakers and 
retailers are m aking enormous profits 
on flour and bread. 
Manly cited th e General Baking 
com pany which he declared in 1922 
made 122 per cent on each share of 
stock before the declaration of two 
stock dividends of IOO and 300 per­ 
cent in the same year. 
Profits for 1923 were even greater, 
he asserted. 
As a result of these a l­ 
leged profits and stock dividends one 
dollar invested in the General Bak­ 
ing company common stock in 1916 
is now worth $3.09, Manly said. 
Bread prices in American 
cities 
were declared by Manly to be a r b i­ 
t ra ry and artificial and violating all 
existing laws. 
Bread co*tg t w o cents 
a pound less in New Orleans and 
Houston far aw ay from th e wheat 
and flour milling states th a n in Chi­ 
cago, Omaha, Butte and St. Paul, all 
in the heart of the wheat belt. 
Boston, Bridgeport, New' 
Haven 
and other New England states pay 
less for bread th a n any city in the 
grain belt, except Kansas City, M an­ 
ly reported. 
These 
“ artificial 
and 
excessive 
prices’' are fixed and m aintained by 
retailers supported by 
the 
large 
wholesale bakers either voluntarily 
or under threat of boycott, the report 
charged.

Crosby, Minn., Feb. 14.— A c h a n ­ 
nel was blasted out yesterday from 
Foley lake to a pond, several h u n d ­ 
red feet distant, to enable the water 
from the pond to flow into the lake, 
from where it will be pumped into 
Island lake. 
This is a part of the 
plan to elim inate the possibility of 
more w ater seeping Into the illfated 
Milford mine, where the bodies of 41 
miners, drowned when a portion of 
the bottom of Foley lake fell out IO 
days ago, flooding the workings, still 
remain. 
The big pump at Foley 
lake 
Is 
t h ro w in g 4,500 gallons of water per 
minute, at which rate tho water level 
of the lake is being lowered 
one- 
eighth of an inch an hour. 
Water in the mine shaft remains 
about stationary, being 47 feet from 
the ground surface today. 
A second big pump from 
Oliver 
Iron Mining company, 
which 
has 
been shipped here from Duluth, is be­ 
ing assembled by tile crew' of men 
who accompanied it, and will prob­ 
ably be put in operation in the shaft 
by Friday.

Rheine, Germany, Feb. 14.— Slx- 
teen-year-old Willy Deiters and 18- 
year-old Paul Krause were held here 
by police charged with murderin g 
Berthold Falk, and sending part of 
the body to Falk, senior, in the hope 
of extorting money. 
Unmoved by th e enorm ity of their 
crimes, the two boys have confessed 
th a t they dug a grave for Falk, h a m ­ 
mered him into unconsciousness and 
then buried him alive, 
A few days later they dug the body 
out of the garden behind Krause's 
home, sawed off a foot and sent it to 
the elder Falk, with a demand for 
25,000 marks. 
Police doubted that the foot came 
from the Falk body, but later a com­ 
panion of the youths revealed the 
erin e. 


WILL BE BENEFICIAL TO BOTH 
FRANCE AND GERMANY. IT 
IS STATED 


(By United I’rwu) 
Berlin, 
Feb. 
14. — General 
Charles G. Dawes and his com­ 
mittee of international experts 
were on their way to Baris to­ 
day convinced they have found a 
plan whereby the allies can col­ 
lect reparations and Germany 
can be rehabilitated financially. The 
plan Dawes believes will be satisfac­ 
tory to both France and Germany if 
viewed from strictly business view­ 
points. 
It will enable the allies to 
get reparations providing that Ger­ 
many is allowed economic control of 
the R u h r and Rhineland. 
Under th e plan outlined by Dawes' 
committee, the maximum amount ob­ 
tainable as reparations will depend 
upon the extent to which the world 
absorbs German products. 
Before 
his 
depa rture 
General 
Dawes visited Chancellor Marx and 
thanked him for Germany's co-oper­ 
ation in providing "m aterial neces­ 
sary for the committee's investiga­ 
tion.’* 
Marx replied that, he was 
glad the experts had had opportunity 
for thorough study of th e German 
financial situation. 
Full details of the plan wore not 
available before th e committee left 
for Paris, but some of the features 
were made known to 
the 
United 
Press. 
They included: 
1. 
New gold 
backed 
currency 
supplanting 
land 
mortgages 
now 
hacked by tho rent«n wark must be 
introduced in Germany. 
2. 
A total circulation of five bil­ 
lion marks must be provided although 
temporarily a smaller sum, possibly 
th ree billion would suffice. 
3. 
This currency must be backed 
by fifty per cent gold or tho equival­ 
ent. 
4. 
The German budget must be 
balanced. 
According to th e experts 
that should not prove difficult. G er­ 
many probably can m anage it herself 
th rough readjusted taxation, but if 
she does not, she must be helped by 
outside loans. 
5. 
Germany must be freed of re 
Btrictions now ham perin g production 
and exportation.

R. Lawson, who had hoped that some 
day their daughter would return tri­ 
umphant as an opera star, wiped their 
eyes as the comforting words of the 
23rd psalm was spoken by the Rev­ 
erend R. J. McGinley, pastor of Wal­ 
nut Springs Baptist church. 
As the newly turned earth was be­ 
ing covered over the casket, Norman 
Lawson, who helped his sister to real­ 
ize her ambition to go to New York 
and take up the study of music, swore 
vengeance on those who had choked 
the spark of life from Louise. 
“There can never be any rest for 
me until I find those who killed her,” 
he said. 
"Not satisfied with killing 
her physically, they are trying to kill 
her spirit of being a gay life loving 
sweet girl, but there will be a reck­ 
oning.” 
The brother started prepara­ 
tions immediately after the funeral to 
leave for New York to take up the 
trail of the slayers.

FRENCH REPORT SAYS COMMUN­ 
ISTS NUMBERED 5,000— MAR­ 
TIAL LAW DECLARED

Cologne, Feb. 14.— One man 
was killed and eight wounded 
when communists attacked safe­ 
ty police at Stettin during the 
night. 
Communists from 
Bnlingcn 
and 
Bruhl in the British zone, taking ad­ 
vantage of the 
anti-Rcparatlst 
dis­ 
turbance* throughout the Rhineland, 
attacked a detachment of s a f e t y po­ 
lice from Cologne. 
An official French report said the 
communists numbered 5,000. 
The pollee were surrounded In a 
bank where th e y had taken refuge. 
They were a t t a c k s ami a number of 
the defenders fell, 
The British commissioner is said to 
have requested the high allied com­ 
mission here to prohibit a conference 
of the communists set for this month. 
Dispatches state that the militia 
have decided to 
pluce 
Pirmasena, 
Where many were killed in an anti- 
separatist 
uprising Tuesday, under 
martial law. 
Besides attack in g safety police at 
Stettin, communists at o th e r places 
along th e Rhine attempted to take 
possession of other places. 
At H am b u rg the communists tried 
to demonstrate, but were quickly dis­ 
persed. 
In the meantime, separatists were 
blipping quietly away from the p a l a ­ 
tinate, fearin g to meet th e fate of 
Schwab and oilier separatist*, where 
he and tw enty of bis followers were 
burned to death. 
Nationwide partisans are reported 
to have arrived in 
the 
Hhtnetand 
from H am burg for the purpose of 
leading a campaign against the nep­ 
o t i s t s . 
The German police are said to be 
not interfering.
